It  is  the  desire  of  The  Griswold  Family  Association  Inc.  to  have  this  volume 
serve  as  a  record  from  which  clues  can  be  obtained  and  a  record  which  will 
enable  and  encourage  others  to  submit  additional  information  to  the  Associa¬ 
tion  for  completion  and  verification  of  lineages.  At  some  later  time  it  is 
hoped  that  sufficient  additional  information  will  be  secured  to  warrant  the 
publishing  of  still  another  volume. 

Sincere  thanks  are  extended  to  the  many  members  of  The  Griswold  Family  Assoc¬ 
iation  of  America,  Inc.  for  the  help  given  in  sending  in  family  records. 

Due  to  the  high  printing  costs  this  volume  covers  the  descendants  of  the  three 
Griswold  emigrant  ancestors  only  to  about  1850  for  the  Edward  line  and  slight¬ 
ly  later  for  the  Matthew  and  Michael  lines.  More  material  is  available  on 
some  families  to  almost  current  dates.  It  is  believed  that  additional  research 
would  help  in  identifying  many  of  the  families  which  are  included  in  the  sec¬ 
tion  "Unplaced  Griswold  Families"  in  this  book.  Also,  it  is  hoped  that  suf¬ 
ficient  sales  of  this  genealogy  can  be  made  so  as  to  warrant  the  publishing  of 
any  additional  material  that  may  come  to  light  and  the  lineages  of  families 
to  recent  dates.
